If all 
this is true of the East, if the school 
system of the East requires energetic 
aod experienced superintendents, our 
schools in the West require them to a 
We 
are now in our formation period. Our 
existence is but just beginning. Our 
State and our schools are but in their 
infancy. We are but showing the 
promise of what we are yet to be. 

In no State can mining ever be 
looked upon as a permanent industry. 
In no State can a population which is 
a mining people be looked upon as a 

settled population. From the neces- 
sities of the case it must be a chang- 
ing, shifting element, moving from 
place to place as old mines become ex- 
hausted and new ones are developed 
elsewhere.

WEDWESDAY..........NOVEMBER 1, % Every freight train that passes 


through Reno.has a car of the Conti- 
nental Oil Company attached, which 
always looks as if it would like ‘to 
catch fire and burn up or explode, 
This comparatively new method of 
transporting coal oil in bulk is but 
little understood by the general reader. 
An agent of the company has ex- 
plained the plan to a Silver State re- 
porter. The oil is transported in tanks 
of about 1,700 gallons capacity, being 
arranged to hold it in each end of the 
car. A pipe runs from the bottom of 
each tank through the bottom of the 
car, and to this a hose is attuched when 
the tanks are to be emptied. Between 
the tanks, which occupy only a small 
space in each end of the car, barrels 
and cans are carried to hold the oil. 
When a car reaches its destination, 


the hose is attached to the pipe iu the 


bottom of a tank, and carried to the 
barrels whieh are to be filled. An 
automatic barrel-filler, or faucet, is 
placed iu the bunghole. of the barrel, 
and the hose attached to it, The oil 
is then turned on, and the moment the 
barrel fills up to a certain guuge, the 
low of oi u automatically cut off, so 
that all are filled exuctly alike, and 
not a drop of the fluid is wasted. The 
barrels, of which there are two sizes, 
containing 45 and 20 gallons respec- 
tively, are lined with corrugated tin, 
between which and the wooden staves 
a coating of composition is put, which 
renders them fire-proof, as well as per- 
fectly safe to handle or transport.
